"We beg you to forward us by 20 July 1950 et the latest a detailed report 
in which you will analyze the manner in which the scholastic year 1949/A950 
has been passed. 


"This report of the end of the year will be broken up into chapters, the 
analysis in the outline of each chapter being made on the basis of the 
experience of the whole year’s sotivity, and in the light of the results 
of the examinations of the duno session. 


"This report must be set up so that the accomplishments and de“icienciea 

may be examined in a critical and self-critical spirit. It must be supported 
by concrete sugrestions for the improvement of work for the next scholastic 
Year o 


"Th ite main lines, this report will cover the following points: 
"A. Organization of the educational process, 


2, “An analysis of the manner in which the projects for instruction 
have been applied, how the transition wag effected, how the plans 
have been set up and applied by periods and by the curriculum, 
showing the results obtained and the observations concerning, not 
only the education plans established by the linistry of Public 
Education but the mamer in which they have been applied. 


20 “Work of the chair of organization of the educational process. Aid 
furnishod by the student cadres. Consultations, Activities in 
the seninories, practical studies. Control effected by the chair
